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A BRITISH FLEET 
TO CIRCLE GLOBE 


British Goverment Planning to Send 
Warships Around the 
La World. 


London, Nov. 5—It has been said 
that following the successful manoeuv- 
res of the American navy, the British 
government is planning to send a fleet 
of warships around the world. Offi- 
cials of the admiralty were question- 
ed last evening ‘but all they would say 
was; ‘There is no information we can 
give out on this matter.” 

This negative statement, however, 
would seem to euphert the intimation 
that such a tour has been suggested. 
There is a possibility that the squad- 
ron. under Sir Percy Scott, which is 
at present in South Africa and whieh 
has been ordered to South America, 
may be brought home by the jur east 
and the Suez canal. 


GERMAY !8 DISAPPOINTED 
By the Election of Taft and Remote- 
ness Of Tariff Revision. 


Berlin, Nov. 5.—‘‘Germany has rea 
son to be satisfied with Taft’s elec- 
tion,” said Ludwig Goldberger, privy 
councillor and member of the German 
Economic Commission, to a corres- 
pondent jthis morning. ‘‘Taft,” he 
went on, “is a man of reliable and 
Conservative character. No wild sur- 
prises in the administration of Amen 
can political and financial affairs need 
be expected. If he carries out bis 
party’s promises, respecting tariff re- 
vision, Germans have the right t: 
hope for benefits from his election.” 

The opinion of the majority of Ger- 
man business men is distinctly less 
favorable, the later reports showing 
the extent of the Republican victory 
bringing out comment unmistakably 
suggestive of disappointment. The 
sentiment most commonly heard is 
that while the United States, under 
Taft, will continue to expand as 2 
world power, by the building up of it 
fleet and becoming still more dange: 
ous as a competitor in the world’s 
markets, the prospects of a tlhoroug! 
tariff revision, so necessary to German. 
trade, are now dim. 

The re-election of Speaker Canno: 
is regarded as an especialiy unfavor 
able sign. 

“America’s high tariff system, whicl 
is the greatest obstacle to closer re 
lations being Germany and Aimer 
can,” says the Tageblatt, “would hav 
been more likely to undergo a chang: 
under Bryan than under Taft.”

THE ICE KING AND HIS 
TOOL ARE CONVICTED 


Chas. W. Morse and Alfred H. Curtis 
Guilty of Violation of U. S. Bank- 
ing Laws—Morse Takes Verdict 
Without a Tremor, Curtis Breaks 
Down. 


Sentenced to 15 Years. 

New York, Nov. 6—Judge Hough 
this morning sentenced Charles W. 
Morse to fifteen years in the peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta. We sentenc- 
ed Curtis to five years, but sus- 
pended sentence. Both were con- 
victed of misappropriation of the 
funds of the National Bank of 
North America and making false 
entries. 


New York, Nov, 5—Charles W. 
Morse and Alfred H. Curtis were to- 
day convicted of violation of the fed- 
eral banking laws in that they lad 
misapplied funds of the National Bank 
wf North America, of which they were 
officers and had made false entries in 
the books of that institution. On the 
charges of conspiracy against the Up- 
ited States they were acquitted. Cur- 
tis was recommended to the mercy of 
the court. 

Morse did not move a muscle as 
the foreman of the jury pronounced 
his doom. Curtis, whom Morse made 
president of the National Bank of 
North America, and who was co-de- 
fendant with him in the case, de- 
monstrated plainly that he was on 
the verge of nervous prostration. In 
court when the verdict was announc- 
«dl, his tears flowed freely. 

Both men slept in a cell in the 
tombs tonight. The court absolutely 
refused to accept bail for them pend- 
ing their appeal for a new trial, They 
will be taken to the United States 
Criminal court at 10,30 tomorrow, 
when sentence will ‘be insposed. The 
law provides for each of the charges 
f which they have been found guilty, 
a penalty of not less than five years 
and not more than ten years’ jail. It 
took the jury. several of whom were 
ngaged in the banking and broker- 
ige business, 27 hours to find a ver- 
lict. 


A Spectacular Wreck.

(CRAFTY MOVE 
_ OF VON BUELOW 


German Chancellor Revives Casa- 
blanca Incident to Divert Atten- 
tion From Interview Muddle 


Berlin, Nov. 5.—Unquestionably an 
ugly situation has grown out of the 


| Casablanca incident. While there is 
no talk of immediate war between 
Germany and France there are such 
ominous mutterings, in high places 
and in inspired press, that much un- 
easiness is felt, Some diplomats here 
hold that Chancellor Von Buelow is 
making the most out of this affair in 
order to divert attention from the em- 
barrassing position he was placed in 
by the Kaiser's interview and his own 
lame explanation of it. These diplo- 
mats say it is absurd to suppose that 
the question at issue is of such im- 
portance as to arouse hostile feeling 
in the great nations. The best ele- 
ments in Germany are opposed to 
any attempt to reap a diplomatic 
victory in such a field in order to 
obliterate the effect of the German 
govenmment’s recent muddling and 
blazing indiscretions, There has been 
great agitation at the French embassy 
tonight, Ambassador Cambon_ de- 
clines to make a statement but it is 
heard from embassy officials that be 
regards the situation sufficiently ser- 
ious for extreme caution, 

France Willing to Meet Germany. 

Paris, Nov. 6.—There is no question 
now but that there is a deadlock on 
between France and Germany. All 
sorts of suggestions have been offered 
as a mode of egress from the present 
delicate position. France tonight 
seems in a mood to accede to Ger- 
many’s demands providing that such 
a step could be accomplished with- 
out placing the republic’s standing in 
jeopardy. 

This scheme was set forth in the 
following termes: “No aggravation of 
the present conflict with Germany is 
expected in official circles, where a 
settlement honorable to both coun- 
tries is hoped for. If the disposition 
of the German government is as con- 
ciliatory as that of France, an under- 
standing could be reached by which 
mutual 


the two countries, with @Xx- 
pressions of regret over the Casab- 
lanea affair, could refer the whole 
affair to arbitration. But it is evi- 


dent that this is the only concession 
France can make, and the refusal of 
the cabinet to censure the officers and 
soldiers concerned must be consider- 
ed as definite.” 

Paul Samson, the French ambassa- 
dor in Berlin, has been instructed to 
notify Germany that France main- 
tains her view that the whole ques- 
tion should be arbitrated; that mean- 
time she declines to release desert- 
to reprimand the officers con- 


ers, 
cerned, or to exchange regrets with 
Germany. At the 6ame time the 
chancellories of St, Petersburg and 
London have been informed of the 
exact situation. 
England Sizes Up Situation, ‘ 
London, Nov. 5.—From most reli- 
able sources it was learned today 
that France has made tentative en- 


quiries of the English foreign office, 
as to what aid France might expect 
of England in the event of a clash 
between France and Germany, grow- 
ing out of the Casablanea affair. 
England is not hurrying to make re- 
ply, as the foreign office believes that 
Chancellor Von Buelow shas raised 
this issue at France merely to dis- 
tract Germany's attention from the 
muddle of the Kaiser's famous inter- 
view, in which h2 took credit for aid- 
ing the English to whip the Boers. 
There is no thought there that Ger- 
many intends to drive France to hos- 
tilities in the Casablanca matter. It 
is believed that after Von Buelow 
has kept the discussion active for a 
few days, Germany and France will 
come to an agreement concerning ©T- 
bitration in this matter. 
Insult to German Public. 

London, Nov. 5—Disgust and exas- 
peration are the only terms with 
which to describe the universal feel- 
ing in kurope in regard to Germany s 
couree in the Casablanca incident. 
The fatherland has attempted to play 
Bismarck’s old game of creating for- 
eign critics to distract attention from 
its own domestic embarrassment. The 
levice was so palpable as to be an 
insult to German public intelligence. 
Iv was suddenly abandoned yesterday, 
doubtless ‘because it was already evi- 
dent that the country refused to be 
deceived by so puerile a manoeuvre, 

That the matter is settled now is 
shown ‘by the fact that both govern- 
ments are willing to make expres- 
sions of regret over the incident and 
submit the remainder of the questions, 
regarding the action of the German 
embassy oijficials in protecting Ger- 
man deserters from the French for- 
eign legation, to arbitration. The fea- 
ture which gave the situation a dang- 
erous aspect was the reckless reac- 
tion which had taken place during 
the last week in the attitude of the 
kaiser and his advisers. The reception 
given to his famous interview, every- 
where, has deeply embittered Emper- 
or William and he ean hardly desire 
to be an apostle of peace again.

The first serious accident on the 
Edmonton street railway occurred this 
forenoon shortly before twelve o'clock, 
between First and Second streets. The 
victim was J. Stewart Haskell, a well 
known contractor, who lives at 2225

He was picked up in an unconscious 
condition and carried into the office 
of Dr. J. Douglas Melean, nearby, 
where it was found that a deep scalp 
wound had been inflicted which re- 
quired four stitches to close up. After 
the cut was dressed he was taken to 
his home still in a dazed condition 
This aiternson he is resting easily 
and it is hoped that no conyplications

The #ecident attracted a large 
crowd of people who thronged the drug 
store, into which the injured man was 
at once taken. Those who witnessed 
the occurrence attach no blame to 
those who were in charge of the car 
as it was running at its ordinary 
speed and Mr. Haskell’s attempt to 
board was unnoticed by the motor- 
man. 


BOND IS SUSTAINED 
IN NEWFOUNDLAND 


Gevernment's Majority is Now Four, 
With Six Corstituencies to Hear 
From—Government's Majority will 
Likely be Increased—The Returns 
to Date. 


Halifax, Nov. 5—Complete returns 
from Placentia, Twillingate and Fogo 
have come in today. All of them have 
returned supporters of the government 
of Newfoundland, adding seven to the 
list of Premier Bond's followers to 
the ten shown to be elected for him 
yesterday. The opposition ranks gain- 
ed nothing by the returns that came 
in today, leaving Morris with 12 

The parties, therefore, stand 17 to 
12, a lead of five for the government, 
There are still five constituencies to 
be heard from, returning seven mem- 
bers, These are Fortune Bay, Burgeo, 
Bonavista, St. Borbe and Bay 8t. 
George. Three members sit for Bona- 
vista, the four other districts having 
one each. The bulletins began to come 
in from Fortune Bay at midnight. On 
the first, Eminerson, the opposition 
candidate, had a lead of 62 over Car- 
nell, the government candidate. The 
second bulletin gave Emmerson a lead 
of 79; the third of 95, and the fourth 
129. There seems to be no doubt that 
this vote will continue and that Por- 
tune Bay will return one opposition 
member, thus placing the standing 
of the parties 17 for the government 
and 13 ior the opposition, with six 
districts to hear from. If the opposi- 
tion should take them all, which is 
unlikely, they would have a majority 
of ts If the government should 
take them all, whieh also is not prob- 
able, Premier Bond would increase hie 
majority from the plurality whieh 
present returns give him to ten. 


Suicided by Biting Tongue. 


Vancouver, November 5.—Arthur 
Newman, a prisoner in the British 
Columbia prison at New Westminster, 
committed suicide yesterday in a 
novel manner. He was found bleed- 
ing from the mouth, and as there 
were no weapons in his cell the only 
conclusion the jail officials could 
come to was that he had chewed his 
tongue. He was rushed to an hos- 
pifal, but died later of heart failure 
and loss of blood. Newman w- 
serving the last year of a_ five-year 
term for burglary committed in Van- 
couver,.

A GOLD STRIKE 
AT SEDGEWICK? 


Homesteaders Discover and Locate 
Rich Bearing Placer Claim— 
In City Today. 


Reports of a rich gold strike in the 
vicinity of the town of Sedgewick, on 
the Wetaskiwin branch of the C.P.R., 
is agitating the residents of that 
community at present, and if the re- 
ports received trom there are correct, 
and the gold prospects are realized, 
Sedgewick will shortly spring into the 
limelight as an Alberta Eldorado, 

The report of the gold strike was 
brought to this city by a number of 
residents of the Sedgewick district, 
who came to Edmonton to file the 
claims they have already staked out 
These men are George Peterson, 8. G 
Irish and W. A, Irish, of Sedgewick, 
and J. A. Allen and W. H. Phillips, 
of Spokane, Washington, They are 
staying at the Cecil Hotel, and, con- 
trary to the usual attitude of men 
who have made a gold strike, they 
are quite willing to talk about it. 

Is Twenty Miles Long. 

When seen by a Bulletin repre- 
sentative at the Cecil today, the men, 
all of whom were quite excited over 
the alluring prospects of gold, told of 
the discovery and its location. Ae. 
cording to their story, it is a glacier 
deposit of gold in the bed of Willow 
Creek, about three miles west of 
Sedgewick. Willow Creek emptice 
into Iron Creek, which is a tributary 
to the Battle River. The alleged 
gold-bearing area is believed to be 
twenty miles in dength and varying 
in width from a few hundred feet to 
three-quarters of a mile. 

The gold was first discovered by 
Mr. Peterson, on whose homestead it 
is located, He is an experienced 
miner, having spent six years placer 
mining in the Yukon and = Alaska 
While digging along the bed of Wil- 
low Creek he discovered the color of 
gold in the surface soil He investi- 
gated further and discovered = un- 
doubted traces of gold. 

Assayed $2 Per Yard. 

He sent a sainple to Montreal to be 
assayed and found it to yield about 
$2 per yard, Some of his neighbors 
became interested in the find and 
secured a sample, which they sent to 
Spokane, Washington, to J. P, Fas- 
set. When assayed it was found to 
yield $29.41 per ton, 

Mr. Peterson stated that he got the 
color of gold right at the surface. 
It gets better farther down, and he 
estimated that at about 100 feet depth 
the good gold-bearing channel was 
located. The difficulties in the way 
of getting at it are many, however. 
There is considerable water in the 
creek and the soil is all muskeg In 
order to carry on placer mining there 
it would be necessary to purchase a 
good sand pump to drain the water 
off. Expensive mining machinery 
would also be necessary to work the 
claims. 

Made Error in Staking. 

The men who are in the city today 
came here with the idea of filing on 
the claims they had already staked 
out. When they went to the Domin- 
ion Land ‘Office this morning they 
found that they had staked 100 feet 
square, whereas the size of the placer 
claims allowed by law are 100 feet long 
and from high water mark to high 
water mark, or from bank to bank. 

They are going back as fast as pos- 
sible this afternoon to re-stake their 
claims according to law, and will then 
come up and fiile on them, They 
state that many other residents of 
that district are also staking claims 
along the creek and will file on them 
at onee The men expect to form a 
company among themselves to  de- 
velop their claims If they pan out 
as well as expected it will introduce 
a new era of prosperity into the 
Sedgewick district. 


NEW MISSION FOR KING. 
W.L. M. King, M.P., Will Represent 
Canada at Pekin Opium Conference 


Ottawa, November 5.—-W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King, M.P., the newly elected 
representative of North Waterloo in 
the Commons, will be Canada’s repre- 
sentative at the International Quin- 
quennial Conference in January next 
on the suppression of the opium 
traffic. Mr. King made a special in- 
vestigation into the opium question 
at Vancouver last spring, and a_ bill 
suppressing its use in Canada was 
passed on his recommendation 

At the time he furnished the United 
States government, on request, with 
some of the facts learned during the 
Vancouver investigation, and_ the 
suggestion has been made from Wash- 
ington that he be appointed Canada’s 
representative. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
has also asked Mr. King to accept 
the mission and the Imperial govern- 


ment has concurred in his selection 
as Canada’s representative, Mr. 
King will leave at the end of the 


month for Pekin and will probably 
be absent until March. 


Labor Withdraws its Support.

Meldourne, Nov. 6—In the Federal 
House of Representatives in Mel- 
bourne, Australia, today, Wisher, the 
labor leader, announced that his party 
was unable to continue to support the 
Deakin ministry. Deakin moved an 
adjournment and the house rose, The 
Leborites aim at either the minister- 
ial benches or direct opposition. Pre- 
mier Deakin will fight, aud it is likely 
there will be a fusion of the govern- 
ment and the opposition, making a 
corner against the Laborists,

lively Contest in Anticipated—Four 
Names Are Mentioned. 


New York, Nov 5.—Tiw _liviest 
enatorship fight this state has had 
ince the time when Frank Hitchcock, 
defeated Warner Miller and Levi P. 
Merten away back in 1885 is predicted 
over the selection of a successor to 
Senator Platt. The legislature just 
elected will hold a caucus in January 
on the choice of a new senator. It 
will be such a spirited contest that 
the selection is not likely to be known, 
much, if any, in advance of the cau- 
cus. It is mere gossip, therefore, to 
pick out a probable winner at this 
time, Three names which are much 
discussed are Whitelaw Reid, Elihu 
Root and State Chairman Woodruff 
President Reosevelt’s name is also 
frequently mentioned in this connec- 
tion. 


LIVERPOOL TO QUEBEC 
IN LESS THAN SIX DAYS 


A New Ocean Record in Trans-Atlan. 
tic Travel, Established by the 
Canadian Pacific Liner Empress 
of Ireland, which Arrived in Que- 
bec Yesterday Afternoon. 


Montreal, Nov. 6.--Less than six 
days from Liverpool to Quebec is the 
record for ocean travel established 
by the Empress of Ireland which ar- 
rived at Quebee yesterday afternoon 
at 3.20 p. m., after the fastest voyage 
ever made between those two points 

Leaving Liverpool bar at 6:33 p. m 
on Friday last, Captain Forster re- 
ported Tuesday afternoon at 3.50 p 
m. from a position 86 miles east cf 
Belle Isle that the average speed to 
that point had been 18.3 knots per 
hour, and they had experienced mod- 
erate weather up to 39 degrees west, 
and since then moderate sea galos. 


The next word from the ship was 
passing Belle Isle at 8.39 p. m Werl- 
nesday night in clear weather and 


slight westerly winds. At IL minutes 
past eleven Tuesday morning the Em- 
press was 27 miles northeast of Health 
Point lightship, and reported increas- 
ing southerly wind and with snow 
threatening. At 6.50 p. m. she rushed 
past Fame Point, showing a speed for 
the last 145 miles of nearly 19, or to 
be exact, 18.96 knots per hour, At the 
rate she sailed, the Bmpress of 
land landed her mails at Rimouski 
and was on her way from Rimouski to 
Quebec in ample time to land her pas- 
sengers and enable them to lunch ct 
the Chateau Frontenac yesterday 
afternoon well within the limit, whiel 
has so long been striven for, of six 
days from Liverpool to Quebec, 

To take passengers from London on 
Friday afternoon and Jand them in 
Quebec the following Thursday early 
in the afternoon, Montreal Thursday 
evening, Toronto Friday morning, 
Chicago Friday night, Winnipeg Sat- 
urday night, Calgary Monday morning 
and Edmonton Monday afternoon is 
a performance of which the Canadian 
Pacific railway may well be proud, 
and it is one which will go far towards 
holding and still further attracting 
the tide of ocean travel which has 
turned to the St. Lawrence route.

JOHN H. TRANTER 
IS FOUND GUILTY 


Strathcona Gent's Furnisher Con- 
victed of Criminal Charge of 
Not Keeping Books. 


John H. Tranter, merchant cf 


Strathcona, was convicted this morn- 
ing in the Supreme Court on the 
criminal charge of not keeping books 
of account to show his transactions. 
His Lordship Chief Justice Sifton re- 
served judgment until tomorrow 
morning 

The defendant was also indicted on 
the charge of selling or disposing of 
part of his stock of goods and mer- 


chandise with intent to defraud his 
creditors. His Lordship held there 
was no evidence to substantiate this 


and dismissed the action 

The prosecutor was conducted iy 
Crown Prosecutor Cogswell, C tL. 
Newell acted for the plaintiff com- 
panies, and O, M. Biggar for the de- 
fendant 

The first witness called was Mr. 
Williams, Winnipeg manager of the J 
W. Peck Co., wholesale clothiers, cf 
Montreal He gave evidence that 
four years ago his company had in- 
curred the indebtedness of the accus- 
ed and had carried him along ever 
sinee, but had kept constantly at him 
to pay his liabilities, not only to them- 
selves, but to Kilgour Ryner Co. and 
Stobart Sons and Co., Winnipeg, all 
of whom the, witness represented, In 
the course of events a brokerage sale 
was inaugurated in the defendants 
store which was not quite in accord. 
ance with the wish of the J. W. Peck 
Co. The object was to recover the in- 
debtedness to the three firms, regard- 
less of the claims of other creditors 

Turner Conducted Sale. 

Mr. Turner, Alberta representative 
of the J. W. Peck Co., testified that, 
acting under instructions he went to 
Strathcona on December Ist, 1907 and 
advised tha: a brokerage sale be held. 
He also requested that weekly state- 
ments of the business done be sup- 
plied the wholesale house and that tue 
cash be deposited to the benefit. of 
the creditors. Witness was appointed 
receiver for all concerned to have the 
defendant assign to him, 

Elmer Essery, Mr. Thompson, and 
8. Mill, esmen of the defendant's 
store, testified to the brokerage sale 
being advertised for twenty days in 
January, but that it only lasted for 
fifteen days on account of the seizure 
of the sheriff, when legal action was 
taken by the plaintiffs. The sale was 
successful while it was in progress, 
A faulty registration of sales was 
shown however by the fact that some- 
times the sales’ slips were attached 
to the cash register and sometimes 
they were not 

The crown called on Henry Clarke, 
bookkeeper, for the defendant, who 
said that he had acted in that capacity 
for about a year. He gave a monthly 
statement to the defendant of his 
business but these ceased on Beptem- 
ter 30. Some time in October a sum- 
mary was me of the combined 
monthly statements, and later a etate- 
ment was made for the sheriff. This 
latter statement showed that there was 
some $5,009 that was not accounted 
for on the books 

Vancouver Detective Called.

T0 INDIANS OF NORTH! 


Father Lecorre, Over Three Score, Still 
+ Wants to.Work—He Has Served in 
Wilds of Arctic Genada for Thirty 
Seven Years. 


= New York, Nov. 5—The Rev. A. Le 
rorre, O.M.L,, who for thirty-seven yeart 
jhas been doing missionary work among 
the Esquimaux and Indians of northern 
i'anada, returned to this country about 
hree weeks ago, and will remain in the 
United States until he is able to collect 
kufficient funds to establish a Catholfe 
seminary in the heart of the Northern 
Canadian forests. Althongh sixty-seven 
years old, he is still a strong, robust 
nan, despite his two score vears’ hattle 
with the northern wilds. Father Lecorre 
has already obtained permission from} 
Archbishop Farley, of New York, Bishop 
(Connor, of Newark, and Bishop Me 
Donnell, of Brooklyn, to speak in behalf 
of his cause and to collect money. | 


After each address a collection will be 
taken and Father Lecorre hopes to raise 
$10,000. He intends to visit also the 
large Canadian cities, including Ottawa, 
Montreal, and Quebec, in an effort to frl- 
fil his long-cherished hopes. 

“TL expect,” said Father Lecorre, “to 
mect with the greatest response and sue- 
cess from your great American cities, and 
the financial result of my lectures will, 
in # large measure determine my stay 
here before returning again to my work 
up north,”’ 

Father Lecorre is a French-Canadian. 
The first fifteen years of his work was 
spent in endeavoring to convert the |

So complete has heen the conversion of 
the Indian tribes of the Mackenzie 
River valley that they will travel with 
their entire families a hundred miles 
through the snow over a period some- 
times embracing two days to attend 
divine service. 

Since 1996 Father Lecorre has been in 
charge of the Indian «school of St. 
Michael at Duck lake, Saskatchewan 
province, 

The pioneer missionaries are now grow- 
ing too old to endure the hardships of 
the far north, and fresh, younger blood 
is needed to recruit the ranks. These 
soldiers of the cross are being drawn 
from the young French-Cunadians, and, 
in order to prepare them fer the mis 
sionary service, an endeavor iv being 
made to raise a sufficient sum to estab- 
lish a seminary at some suitable place 
in the Mackenzie Valley region, where 
the young priests may receive proper 
attention. So Father Lecorre has left his 
missionary work for a short time to en- 
deavor to raise $10,000 for the project.

‘FUGITIVE FEELS THE 
LONG ARM OF LAW 


Noted Smuggler Caught in a Coast 
City—Escaped Over Three Years 
Ago by Jumping Bail But Sleuths 
Never Gave up—Forfeited Cash 
Bail of $1,250. 


Seattle,Wash., Nov. 5—Seth R. Stev- 
ens, a fugitive from justice since 1905, 
and noted as an opium = smuggler, 
known to customs officers throughout 
the Puget Sound district as “Big 
Steve” and “Big Seth’ was arrested 
in Seattle yesterday afternon by a 
United States marshal and lodged in 
the county jail. 

On Sept, 26, 1905, Stevens and his 
wile, with George Berger, who, at that 
time, was local superintendent of the 
Pullman Car company, were arrested 
at the old Colum via street depot on a 
charge of smuggling opium into the 
country from British Columbia. 

Stevens and his wife forfeited cash 
bail of $1,250 at that time. Berger 
was 6ubsequently tried on the charge 
and acquitted by a jury in Judge Han- 
ford’s court. Mrs. Stevens died in 
Vancouver, B.C., about two years ago. 

During the three years that haye 
elapsed since the arrest of Stevens he 
has made frequent overtures to tne 
government through local customs 
officers for permission to return to the 
United States on his promise that he 
would be good and, in returi, assist 
the local customs officials in their ef- 
forts to stamp out smuggling and 
smugglers in this district. His over- 
tures were rejected, 

At no time since he became \ fugi- 
tive from justice have efforts been re- 
laxed to apprehend him. He hus re- 
sided in British Coluntbia pract, cally 
ever since. 

The arrest yesterday was made in a 
eafe in the northern part of the city. 
Stevens made practically no effort to 
conceal his identity, nor did he res.st 
the arresting officer. He occupies a 
cell in the north tank of the county 
jail, but declines to discuss his cuse 
until such time as he has consulted a 


lawyer. 
A Bad Man. 


At the time of his arrest Stevens had 
just finished a jail sentence of twelve 
months for smuggling. He was not 
out of prison six weeks beiore he was 
arrested again by government agents. 

At the time a satchel was seized by 
the customs inspectors which had 
been left in Berger's office by a mes- 
senger boy, who said that a lady 
would call for it the following day. 
When she called the next day, the 
woman, who was Mrs. Stevens, Berger 
and her husband were arrested. 
lot of prepared opium was found in 
the satchel. 

After his departure from the city 
three years ago Stevens telegraphed 
his attorneys from New Westininster, 
B.C., as follows :— 

“T am a stranger in a foreign land. 
George Berger is innocent of the crime 
charged by the government in aiding 
myself and wift in smuggling a grip 
of opium. He had no knowledge of 
contents. I am the guilty party.— 
Seth B. Stevens.” 

Berger's defence was that he was 
the innocent victim of circumstances. 
He claimed that he knew nothing of 
the nature of the contents of the 
satchel. He said that Mrs. Stevens 
was a relative of his wife, that he was 
accustomed to show her courtesies, 
such as carrying her satchel to the 
train whenever she went on a jour- 
ney. The satchel gontained sixty cans 
of prepared opium. 

Following the arrest of Stevens yes- 
terday an effort was made to learn 
whether he had ‘brought a launch to 
the city, but nothing developed. He 
stated that he had no launch, and in- 
timated that he was not now engaged 
in smuggling.
